Poor Charlie 
has his hands full with 24 oxen and 
100 tons of merchandise. They first 
hought 24 toboggans; but finding = 
ice they reported to Winnipeg, Then 
they sent up 24 carts of all descrip- 
tions, Hudson Bay Co’s etc, But on 
arrival at Glenora and finding that 
there was no road they were going to 
build travoies like the prairie Indians 
use, George and I showed them they 
would be no use. Then they started 
to build pack saddles, and I fear they 
will be nearly a tailure too. 

The soldiers are camped at Glenora 
waiting for provisions to be packed 
in ahead of them or sent around by 
St. Michaels, 
about a dozen old log buildings with 
hundreds of tents. Telegraph, 
miles further up, is quite similar, 
Glenora is practically the head of 
navigation, although the boats do go 
up to Telegraph at certain stages of 
the water. Lust week they could not 
run on any part of the mver on 
account fo high water, driftwood, etc. 

We built a one wheeled cart for our 
selves; all wood, and strong. The 
horse draws it and we guide it like a 
plough. We are getting along pretty 
well. \V,.e have about a ton, which we 
divide into two loads and sometimes 
three and move as far as we can ina 
day, getting it into cne place at night 
when we camp. We intend to stay at 
the old H. B. Co. post, 50 miles out, to 
prospect for quite a while, It is a 
vacant post, right on this side of a 
great mountain, which must be crossed 
here by both road and railway, if they 
are ever built. 

I must close now. Please write me 
to Glenora P.O., B.C. Kind love to all.

Several pack trains go from Glenora 
and Telegraph to Teslin, They carry 
250 Ibs, on each animal and charge 40c, 
per lb.; $40 per cwt.; $800 per ton, The 
first 50 miles it 1s rough and mountain- 
ous, notwithstanding Ogilvie’s report 
that it is comparatively level, tis 
about 200 miles instead of 125. The 
last 150 miles according to reports of 
those returning, |; mostly very bad 
swamp. 

No railroad can start from Glenora 
or Telegraph on account of the steep 
mountains, It could start from three 
miles south ot Glenora, Shakesville 
they call it, or it could start from four 
miles north of wlenora, The univer- 
sal opinion all along the route is that 
no railroad is practicable or necessary, 
and that a good wagor road woul 
answer all purposes 


The Stickine river is a wretched 
route either summer cr winter. Of 
course a railroad from Port Simpson 


or some Canadian point down there 
would bea different question, That 
would be about 400 miles and may not 
be feasible, The Stickine Teslin road 
would form a part of that road, bnt 
would be rather useless until the south 
part was built. My opinion is that 
the O. P. R. are the instigators of the 
railroad and will build it when they 
have secured all they can get frei the 
B. OC, and Ottawa Governments, The 
few thousands they are spending up 
here now is well repaid by the thou- 
sands of victims and their freight 
which they bring over their railroad 
and eteamer lines. 

At Glenora aid Telegraph the 
weather was feartul hot and the dust 
and sand very exasperating. Along 
the trail it is better, I like the climate. 
Itis a grand change after spending 
coast. There 


is plenty of timber mostly small, The 
woods are full of birds and flowers.

Camera Cannot Get Coal “to Burn” 
at Port Said—Watson Is Taking

Port ANTONIO, June, 28.—In refer- 
ence to the heavy skirmish which 
took place on Friday last around 
Sevilla there is this to be said, it is 
quite certain that the United States 
troops were hurled into action in too 
great a hurry. The men had had a 
nine days voyage on the cool ocean, 
and the volunteers and Rough Riders 
were landed in the evening and were 
immediately given the order to 
advance over the hills and take 
Sevilla, It was an eight mile march 
over a shadelvss piateau and through 
a thick thorny undergrowth, and the 
march was commenced without the 
men having been allowed sufficient 
time tor refreshment. The troops 
were disabled more hy these conditions 
than by the fire from the enemy in 
ambush, and when the attack com- 
menced the men were hysterical and 
balf out of their minds, Their can- 
teens were empty and no water was 
to be obtained, and among a body 
of less thoroughbred men all 
courage would have been scorched 
out. Ove of them after the return 
was heard to remark that “hell con- 
tains no terrors for me after this.” 
The tongues of the men swelled in 
their mouths and breath was drawn 
with the greatest difficulty and the 
route for miles was littered with 
abandoned outfits which proved too 
heavy to carry. Some of the officers 
had with them evening clothes for 
possible use after the taking of Santi- 
ago de Cuba, and some newspaper 
correspondents who had rough bur- 
dens for three mules threw away even 
their necessary food to enable them 
to press on with the troops, 

It is found that full confidence can-

one will be benefitted, and the 
more the city trade develops the 
more it will spread, and the great- 
ex will be the improvements in 
which all participate. It is a 
fact that the great outcry in Eng- 
land respecting the depopulation 
of its rural districts is caused by 
the tendency which has been for 
some years growing, to gravitate 
to great centres, and the store 
keepers of the smaller towns are 
handicapped by the gheap system 
of parcel post, which’ enables the 
purchaser to bay in London or 
some large town at ver, nearly 
wholesale prices. But this is pure 
and simple selfishness, and such a 
maethod of business indicates a 
shortsighted policy. 

These same remarks apply to 
the farmers and ranchers and pro- 
feasional and working men of 
Alberta, Why should the inhabi- 
tants of this district encourage 
and support far distant sharehold- 
ers in mammoth dry goods em- 
poriums? Let us rather encour- 
age home business and help to 
establish and maintain our own 
city on a solid basis, thus building 
up a larger local market for the 
produce of the ranche and farm. 
It isa matter on which much might 
be written. Let our storekeepers 
see that there is only a reasonable 
profit charged on the commodities 
which they retail. and the pur- 
chaser wiil readily understand 
that with the long freight haul 
prices are necessarily higher than 
in the east, but that added to the 
eastern dealers charge for some 
desired article must be the cost 
that will be entailed in writing for 
it, remitting the cash value and 
paying the express rates. Experi- 
ence and common sense both point 
toe the conchision to purchase at 
home. The results will, be pro 
bone publico.

WHEAT IN THE NORTH 


Wheat, the staple food by which 
we live, and the dearth or dearness 
of which causes such wide a. 
misery amongst the poorer classes 
in the overcrowded cities and 
towns of Europe, is. being pro- 
ser in the hp Wert in 
ncreasing quantities ever, r. 
There is good reason to Lalieve 
that the dread of summer frosts is 
radually passing away. This 
fread has existed in the past and 
not without good reason, for it 
has often blighted a prosperous 
outlook. Yet wheat can be 
successfully grown very nearly to 
the Arctic circles. At present the 
furthest north where the crop has 
been a success is Athabasca, east 
of the Rocky Mountains, The 
warm winds which blow across 
from the Pacific Ocean are the 
means of maintaining a moderate 
climate for hundreds_of miles 
north of Edmonton. The Swan 
river, Manitoba, is in the extreme 
north west of the province, yet it 
is exactly the same latitude as the 
midland counties of England. The 
localities that suffer most from 
summer frost are found to be 
those whose altitude is high. To 
successfully grow wheat the 
locality should not be more than 
1,000 or 1,200 feet above sea level, 
and the most successful wheat 
growing districts in Manitoba are 
not above that level. com- 
mittee collecting information for 
the Senate lately reported that 
flowe:'s bloom 1n the valley of the 
Peace river quite as early as they 
do in Winnipeg, and Lieutenant 
Governor Patterson, who last fall 
left Manitoha on a visit of in- 
spection to the Hudson Bay said:

NORTHERN FUR ANIMALS 
DISAPPEARING 


From the interesting evidence of 
Mr. H. F, Davis, a well known old- 
time trader of the far north, it a 
pears that the far-bearing animals 
of the immense country beyond 
the Saskatchewan are rapidly be- 
coming extinct. The scarcity of 
marten is particularly noticeable. 
All other fur animals, except the 
beaver, are disappearing at an 
alarming rate. Iu the old days 
whenever the Indians found one 
species of animal becoming scarce 
they would declare a close season 
for that particular animal for two 
years and confine their bunt 
ing to the animals that were more 
plentiful, thus giving the first a 
chance to multiply. The white 
maa, however, with his civilized 

reed, not looking to the tuture as 
the Indian does, has trapped and 
hunted indiscriminately, and in 
the keen competition which result- 
ed the aboriginee has done like- 
wise. This year’s catch has been 
unusually small. In fact the trade 
has been decreasing for the past 
few years. When a trade that 
brings many hundred thousand 
dollars annually into the country 
is decreasing to such an extent as 
to threaten its total extinction in 
time, it behoves the Government 
to step in and take protective 
measures. The same greed that 
annihilated the buffalo will if not 
checked result in the extinction ot 
all fur-bearing animals. 

A fact,however, is mentioned by 
Mr. Davis, which if true may have 
a temporary effect in steming the 
tide of destruction, It appears 
from his account a mysterious dis- 
ease of a scrofulous nature is 
steadily decimating the Beaver 
Indians, whose hunting grounds 
extend between the Peace and 
Liard rivers and from the moun- 
tains to the Athabasca and Slave 
rivers, The disease, says Mr. 
Lavis, is contagious and is so 
rapidly killing off the Indians that 
in ten years there will hardly be 
an Indian in the country. Three 
years ago there were three In- 
dians where there isone now. At 
Vermillion a large number of bun- 
ters lived a few years ago; today 
there are nina, and tour or five of 
these are afflicted with the disease. 
At Bay River there are now 18 or 
19 Indian trappers, whereas a few 
years ago there were three times 
as ayy A child hardly ever 
lives to be five years old. Itis Mr. 
Davis belief that the result of this 
great mortalicy willbe that fur- 
bearing animals will become more 

ventiful, But this supposition is 
nardly tenable in face of the fact 
that during the past three years 
fur has become gradually scarcer 
notwithstanding the laree de- 
crease in the number of Indian 
hunters. It will not do to depend 
for the preservation of the tur 
trade on the gradual extinction 
of the Indian population, 
Laws based on reliable informa- 
tion should be applied.to the un- 
organized portion of the Territor- 
ies and proper officials ap: ted 
to carry them out. This is only 
one of hundreds of reasons in 
favor of coupling A with 
Alberta under a competent govern- 
ment and putting an end tothe 
present hybrid system under 
which part of our affairs are mis- 
managed at Regina and the rest 
et onane. ween Fovecoment

in the cars, it only melted the ice. 
Fruit growers are recognizing this and 
several of the large fruit growers in 
the Niagara and Essex peninsula are 
erecting cold storage rooms to chill the 
fruit before putting it on.
